As 
a last means of pressure upon the 
bank, deposits were 
w ithdraw n. 
From Panuary 1, 1840, to January 
1. 1841, the 
deposits

from 
$212,465 to $42,354. The pressure 
was successfully withstood, how­ 
ever, and the “Bank of the State” 
was the only bank in the West not 
to suspend specie paym ent. 
Sim ilarly, the bank withstood 
the panic of 1857. Though Shurlds 
died in 1852, the policies which 
he did so much to m aintain w ere 
definitely 
impressed 
upon 
the 
bank. Not only did the bank w ea­ 
ther the storm, but in addition, it 
was able to advance aid to legi­ 
tim ate business at a tim e when 
the refusal of such aid m eant rum . 
It is a notable fact that during the 
panic, the num ber of business fail­ 
ures in St. Louis was but 3 pe1- 
cent against 6 percent for New 
York City. 
Such is the record of the “Bank 
of the State of M issouri”, which 
through the fifteen year period of’ 
the cashiership of H enry Shurlds, 
rendered a splendid service to the 
State and gave it 'its unique repu­ 
tation for sound and conservative 
banking at a time w'hen honor and 
responsibility were not common­ 
ly found in the W estern banking 
world. 
Shurlds died August 2, 1952, He 
deserves, says Cable, to be con­ 
sidered one of the greatest bank­ 
ers the Middle West has even pro­ 
duced.

BIRTH OF HENRY SHURLDS 


One 
of the 
achievements 
of 
which Missourians may be proud 
is that of the position which their 
State holds in the annals of A m eri­ 
can banking. In the days of fin­ 
ancial anarchy which characteriz­ 
ed the W estern banking from 1835- 
1850 
following 
upon 
Andrew 
Jackson’s destruction of the U. S. 
Bank, Missouri stands out unique 
in the soundness of her banking 
record. To no other institution or 
man does she owe this record more 
than to the “grand old Bank o f 1 
the State of Missouri”—one of the 
institutional monuments 
in 
the 
history of the State—and to its 
cashier, Henry Shurlds. 


Shurlds, the 138th anniversary 
of whose birth occurs this week, 
was born November 21, 1796, in 
Gloucester 
county, 
Virginia, 
whence he brought from his na­ 
tive to his adopted state the ad­ 
vantages of a thorough classical 
education and the benefits of the 
best that was to be had in the le­ 
gal training of the “Old Domin­ 
ion”. Missouri adopted 
him 
in 
1819, when, at the age of 23, he 
moved to St. Louis. A fter rem ain­ 
ing here about a year, he moved 
to Potosi, at that time a center of 
wealth and the home of a num ­ 
ber of the most distinguished men 
in the West, among them, Moses 
Austin, and engaged in the prac­ 
tice of law. The legal profession, 
however, did 
not 
hold 
Henry 
Shurlds long, for, upon the organ­ 
ization of the new State govern­ 
ment in 1820, he was drafted into 
its services, occupying successive­ 
ly the posts of circuit judge, sec­ 
retary of 
state, and 
auditor 
of 
public accounts. The last position 
he resigned jn 1837 to become 
cashier of the newly 
organized 
“Bank of the State of M issouri”, 
m St. Louis, a position which he 
held for 15 years. 
On first appearance, 
it seems 
strange that a man of the ability 
and record 
of 
Henry 
Shurlds 


should gain the distinction that he 
did in the capacity of a m ere cash­ 
ier. Yet, due to him more than 
any other one man, the “Bank of 
the State” was able to m aintain 
its financial integrity and with it 
the integrity of the financial struc­ 
ture of Missouri in an era when 
the “rag currency” 
and 
“ wild 
cat” banking of Illinois, Indiana, 
and other W estern states threat­ 
ened chaos to the banking insti­ 
tutions of the Commonwealth and 
complete prostration of its busi­ 
ness. So well did the bank w ith­ 
stand the rising tide of cheap pa­ 
per money which beset its bord­ 
ers between 1835-1850, that is be­ 
came known in the financial cir­ 
cles of the nation as the ‘G ibral­ 
tar of the West”, “Henry Shurlds” 
says J. Ray Cable, “was doubtless 
the greatest single reason for the 
success of the bank.” 
The m anner in which the “Old 
B ank” m aintained its high stand­ 
ards of financial 
integrity, 
and 
taught the principles 
of 
sound 
banking to the State, is well il­ 
lustrated by the war between it 
and St. Louis business men in the 
nanic of 1837. In consequence of 
the suspension of specie payment 
involving the banks of the nation 
except those of New England and 
New York, the “Bank of the Stat. ’

goose and stuffed turkey are the 
zy way w ith thee om pany and 
piece de resistance. 
One of the least expensive cuts 
of m eat we can find is a breast 
of veal. Prepare this for dressing 
by cutting a deep slit in the meat, 
dressing. An alloted tim e of roast­ 
ing will transform 
this 
under­ 
and stuffing it with pork sausage 
prized meat into something almost 
as delectable and tender as roast 
chicken. 
An economical flank steak is al­ 
so given company airs 
w ith 
a 
pork sausage 
and bread

dressing, flavored with onion. Pre­ 
pare the steak by pounding it un­ 
til flat, then score it deeply and 
place the dressing on it. Roll and

May 12, 1933, the date of the pas­

Farm 
Mortgage Act to October 1, 1934, 
according to W alter L. Rust, pre­ 
sident of the Federal Land Bank. 
This sum of money, the m ajori­ 
ty of which was used to refinance 
farm ers’ existing debts, represents 
two types of loans—land 
bank 
and com m issioner’s 
loans. 
The 
land bank loans are m ade on the 
security of first mortgages to an 
am ount not to exceed 50 percent 
of the norm al value of the land 
and 20 per cent of the value of 
the buildings. 
During the depression an extra i 


burden of debt had accumulated 
j which could not be reached by the 
ordinary first mortgage loan. Con­ 
gress provided for the Land Bank 
Com m issioner’s loan to refinance 
this indebtedness. Commissioner’s 
loans are m ade on first or second 
m ortgages. The sum of the first 
and second mortgage may not ex­ 
ceed 75 percent of 
the 
norm al 
value of the farm , based on its 
agricultural earning power. 
“The loans have been made on 
the basis of the present produc­ 
tion of the land and the prices 
farm ers receive for their products 
during norm al periods. In other 
words, an attem pt has been made 
to refinance the debts of Scott 
County farm ers on a basis that 
will perm it good farm ers to pay 
out,” Mr. Rust stated. 
“In addition 
to 
low 
interest 
rates— 4 1-2 percent at present 
on land bank loans and 5 per cent 
on com m issioner’s loans—farm ers 
are given an opportunity of pay­ 
ing their debt over a series cf 
years, ranging from 13 
to 
33 
years. The loans are amortized. 
Paym ents on the 
principal 
are 
made each year plus interest on 
the unpaid balance,” he continued. 
“We are following a vigorous, 
but fair, collection policy, expect­ 
ing farm ers to make repaym ents 
that are w ithin their capacity to 
m eet,” Mr. Rust said. 
He pointed out that land bank 
loans are m ade in bonds of the 
Federal Farm M ortgage Corpora­ 
tion and in funds secured through 
the sale of these bonds to private 
investors.

here Friday nig ht since he had 
more than a casual interest in the 
result of the match. 
Mr. Jones, however, 
attended 
an annual meeting of the Mis 
souri Prcfj Association held in St. 
Louis last week end. 
Before he 
left Kennett, he recalled a form­ 
er meeting of the Bulldog s and 
the Indians, hoping “that 
those 
Indians who read this before to­ 
nig ht’s g ame will try to aveng e 
my pride on this occasion, which 
will alway s be remembered by 
me, at least.” 
The story is printed below. 
I havtj, seen very few g ames 
between these two schools—in fact 
they have met on the g ridiron on 
few occasions—but in recent y ears 
they have been fairly evenly mat­ 
ched and g ood g ames have been 
the result. 
Not so, the first g ame between 
the Bull Dog s and the Indians, 
and how well I remember that 
first g ame, back 
in 1915, 
when 
I was a big 9 0-pound sophomore, 
and the last sub on a 14 or 15 
play er squad. Kennett had been 
g oing like a house afire that sea­ 
son with big John McHaney at 
center, Big Chief Harper at full 
back, Chester Bilderback at quar­ 
ter, Elbert Ford and Cecil 
An­ 
thony at ends, and without refer­ 
ring to records which 
are 
not 
available as I write this (while 
play ing nursemaid 
to 
the 
two 
smallest Joneses) I cannot 
g ive 
the rest of the line. 
Well, any way , we had beaten 
every thing in this neck 
of 
the 
woods, without g etting any fur­ 
ther north than Malden, thoug h 
we had taken the scalps of Ca- 
ruthersville, 
Hay ti, 
Bly theville, 
Parag ould, and possibly one or two 
other towns, and towards the end 
of the season had issued an open 
challeng e to the winner 
of 
the 
Sikeston-Charleston Thanksg iving 
Day g ame for a post-season g ame. 
Charleston turned us down flat, 
and 
we were 
all 
pulling 
for 
Sikeston'to win, for we felt 
by 
taking the measure of that school 
which really had a reputation for 
turning out football teams, Ken- 
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nett’s fame would 
be 
heralded 
throug hout the state. 
The eventful day arrived, and 
naturally we made the trip on the 
train. A big crowd was on hand, 
and Kennett took to the field with 
all the confidence any team ever 
had. (I never carried that water 
bucket with g reater pride.) 
Kennett received the kick, and 
our prize play was set up when 
the runner carried the ball to one 
side of the field, with the oppo­ 
site end driftnig unnoticed to the 
other side line, and with no delay 
or calling of sig nals, the ball was 
to pass to the open end ready to 
snapped to big Bob Harper who 
was to pass to the open end ready 
to receive pass and g allop for a 
touchdown, which seemed certain. 
When Harper drew back to pais 
the ball, it seemed he recoknized 
for the first time the size of that 
Sikeston eleven coming at him, 
and he froze motionless, with the 
ball resting in the palm of his 
rig ht hand drawn back to throw\ 
A Sikeston play er snatched that 
ball and ran for a touchdown be­ 
fore we knew what had happen­ 
ed. 
In a few more play s, Harper 
was out of the g ame with the lig a­ 
ments of his shoulder tom loose; 
before another quarter had pass­ 
ed Bilderback was out with brok­ 
en ribs and a fractured collar­ 
bone. (How those Bull Dog s could 
concentrate on one man until he 
was put out of commission was 
othing short of miraculous, thoug h 
they had no effect whatsoever on 
John McHaney ). 
Two more Kennett play er were 
sent to the dressing room with in­ 
juries of a more or less permanent 
nature, and y ours truly was sent 
into the g ame as left half back. 
(And the further back I was the 
better I liked it.)

Much of this 
abuse of the eyes may be traced 
directly to their use under im - , 
proper lighting conditions. That 1 
is the reason for this article on 
GOOD 
LIGHT 
AND

SIGHT. 
First of all. let me ask and an­ 
swer the question:: “What is good 1 
light?" Any light may be good— 
whether it be sunlight, gas light, ' 
or electrical light —provided there 
is enough of it; that it is steady; j 
and that it is properly shaded or 
diffused. No light is good—w he­ 
ther natural 
or 
artifical—if 
it 
flickers, or is unsteady; if it is of 
insufficient or of too great inten­ 
sity; if its source, when on the le­ 
vel of the eye, is unshaded; or if 
it produces glare. 
It is, for instance, just as harm ­ 
ful to read a newspaper on a sur­ 
face car while the car is going 
over a bridge or through the busi­ 
ness section in broad daylight as 
to read a newspaper in a train if 
the lights are unsteady, because 
the interm ittent lights and shad­ 
ows thrown across the page by 
the bridge superstructure or the

The State of Missouri—meaning,

th e citizens. The word of the state, 
pledged in the organic law, is in 
th e keeping of the Legislature We 
do not believe that body could 
Justify violation of that pledge by 
any plea of emergency. 
Practically, the project is short­ 
sighted. false economy. 
Missouri has done an adm irable 
job of road construction, but the 
job is far 
from 
completed. 
In 
what urgently remains to be done 
the farm ers should be particular­ 
ly interested, since they are to be 
prior beneficiaries.

M ortgage Act to October 1, 1934, 
according to W alter L Rust, pre­ 
sident of the Federal Land Bank 
This sum of money, the m ajori­ 
ty of which was used to refinance 
farm ers’ existing debts, represent# 
two types of loans- land 
bank 
and com m issioner’s 
loans. 
The 
land bank loans are m ade on the 
security of first m ortgages to an 
am ount not to exceed 50 percent 
of the norm al value of thu land 
and 20 per cent of the value of 
the buildings. 
During the depression an extra 


burden of debt had accum ulated 
which could not be reached by the 
ordinary first mortgage loan. Con­ 
gress provided for the Land Bank 
Com missioner’s loan to refinance 
this indebtedness. Commissioner’s 
loans are made on first or second 
mortgages. The sum of the first 
and second mortgage may not ex­ 
ceed 75 percent of 
the 
normal 
value of the farm, based on its 
agricultural earning power. 
“The loans have been made on 
the basis of the present produc­ 
tion of the land and the prices 
farm ers receive for their products 
during norm al periods. In other 
words, an attem pt has been m ade 
to refinance the debts of Scott 
County farm ers on a basis that 
will perm it good farm ers to pay 
out,” Mr. Rust stated.
